It will probably be approved without a vote and then 
referred to the Council, which will meet imme- 
diately to take the decision called for. 

The result of the Council proceedings is a foregone 
conclusion but it remains to be seen whether 
there are any abstentions when the vote is taken. 


By leaving the election of China to 
the Council to a later meeting, the 
League has absolved China from the 
delicate responsibility of taking a 
stand in the matter, - 

At the meeting of the committee of 
fourteen yesterday the Norwegian and 
Swedish delegates’ stated they ap- 
proved the resolution subject to the 
confirmation of their Governments. 


THE RESOLUTION 


The resolution ¢ondemns the ac- 
tion of the Soviet on the ground that 
“by its act of aggression against Fin- 
land, the Soviet has failedin its spe- 
cial political agreement with Finland 
and has violated the Pact of Paris 
and Article XII of the Covenant of 
the League, 


“It also denounced unjustifiably the 
treaty of non-aggression concluded 
in 1932, that was to have remained in 
force until the end of 1945.” 


SOVIET ATTITUDE 


Referring -to the Soviet refusal 
of the Invitation to come to the 
Council! and Assembly, the resolu- 
tion says the Soviet “thereby fall- 

_ ed in, one’ of its most. essential 
responsibilitles under the League 
of Nations for the guarantee of the 
peace and security of nations, and 
acted as though the Councl! and 
Assembly did not exist as far as 
Russia is concerned.” 

The resolution also declares: ‘‘The 
Soviet attempted to justify its re- 
fusal by alleging relations had been 
established with a fictitious gov- 


{ernment that {s' neither in law nor 


fact a government recoghised by the 
population of Finland in the free 
exercise of thelr rights.”—Reuter.

U. S. AND FINLAND 


What effect the combination of 
facts may have on Russia and the 
Soviet conquest programme is some- 


|thing which can be- determined only 


by developments. The indications 
so far are that Soviet Dictator Stalin 
cares about as little about what any- 
body may think’ as it is possible for 
one to care. However, effects on in- 
ternational . felationships ultimately 
will give cause for concern, for prac- 
tical reasons if for no others. 

President Roosevelt apparently is 
shaping his programme in recogni- 
tion of the’ manifest American sen- 
timent and planning his course of 
action as an effective approach in a 
campaign against Russia’s — arbitrary 
policy. His appeal for American’ po- 
pular support for and cooperation in 
a policy designed at avoidance of 
being a party to Russian ruthlessness 
is explained on these grounds, In 
principle the stand taken by the White 
House squares with the standards 
which democratic nations advocate as 
the basis for international relation- 
ships.

They show, firstiy, that the existing 
reserve capacity of German industry 
is almost exhausted, especially electri- 
city, industry and railway 
stock. . 
STATE FINANCING 

Renewals, replacements and exten- 
sions, so long delayed, are now un- 
avoidable to divert the extensive re- 
sources to large-scale capital works. 

Secondly, the controlled policy of 
direct State financing of necessary in- 
dustrial projects has been abandoned. 

The Nazi extremists have thus been 
defeated and the capital market freed 
for -private- industrialists —Reuter. .

‘ Shanghai, To-day. 
Further proof of active German 
financial difficulties is seen in the 
decision which has been taken by 
the “Gerling Konzern,” the second 
biggest German insurance firm, — to 
change to Reichsmarks all policies of 
Far Eastern policy holders, which 
had been contracted in foreign cur- 
rencies. 

The decision amounts to a com- 
plete repudiation of many insurance 
policies for Reichsmarks cannot be 
sent out of Germany.
